press his sentiment on the propogl- 
tion 
The expression of sentiment 


among the voters will determine 
•whether the petitions will be pre- 
sented to the county school board at 
the December meeting. 


The committee, in circulating the 


petitions, has been confronted with 
the argument that if the election is 
Jield and the people vote in favor of 
the bonds the money will be ex- 
pended entirely by the county school 
board, and that the local trustees 
mil have nothing to say about the 
matter, except to qarry out the or 
ders of the county school board 
This seems to be a mistaken Impress 
ion, as the money will be expended 
by the New iSmyrna school district 
trubtees under the supervision of the 
county school board. 
If the bonds 


are issued, a site is purchased and 
a new building Is erected, the land 
and building become the property of 
the local school district, and will "be 
in control of the local trustees, al- 
though the county school board will 
still have supervision of the school, 
the same as at the present time, and 
will act as a sort of advisory board 
over the locol board of trustees. 


Another argument heard in opposi- 


tion to the school bonding proposition 
Is that It should be held over until 
after the proposition for sewers and 
waterworks nas been settled, to not 
*nng Uie two in confUet, but it is 
believed the people of New Smyrna 
want both and will support both, and 
delay in the school bonding proposi- 
tion, will carry the matter over too 
if.ir to (hold the election, and, if the 
bonds carry, have the new school 
building ready for the beginning o£ 
the next school year.

TO CALL SPECIAL ELECTION

SENTIMENTS ON SUBJECT. 


The committee which has 
been 


•circulating the petitions to the 
Bounty school board to call a special 
election for the purpose of giving the 
people an opportunity to vote OB the 
proposition, of bonding thte school 
district tor $50,000 for the purpose of 
buying a site and erecting & new 
school house, has had little trouble 
3n obtaining the required 25 per cent 
•of names on the petitions. 


Within a few days the committee 


'had more than 4he required number 
of names to the petitions, but the 
•work of circulating will be continued 
until every qualified voter has been 
given an opportunity to sign or ex- 
press his sentiment on the proposi- 
tion. 
The expression of sentiment 


among the voters 
will determine 


-whether the petitions will be pre- 
sented to the county school board at 
the December meeting. 


The committee, in circulating the 


petitions, has been confronted with 
the argument that if the election 
Jield and the people vote In favor of 
the bonds the money will be ex- 
pended entirely by the county school 
loard, and that the local trustees 
will have nothing to say about the 
matter, except to qarry out the or- 
ders of the county school board. 
This seems to be a mistaken Impress- 
ion, as the money will be expended 
by the New iSmyrna school district 
trustees under the (supervision of the 
county school board. 
If the bonds 


are issued, a site is purchased and 
a new building is erected, the land 
and building become the property of 
the local school district, and will 'be 
iri contrdl of the local trustees, al- 
though the county school board will 
still have supervision of the school, 
the same as at the present time, and 
will act as a sort of advisory board 
over the locol board of trustees. 


Another argument heard in opposi- 


tion to the school bonding proposition 
is that it should be held over until 
after the proposition for sewers and 
waterworks Txas been settled, to not 
*ring the two in confWct, but it is 
believed the people of New Smyrna 
want both and will support both, and 
delay in the school bonding proposi- 
tion; will carry the matter over too 
far to (hold the election, and, if the 
•bonds carry, have the new school 
taMing ready lor the beginning ot 
the next school year.

mountain to the northeast. The nun 
dreds of rooms with which the piles 
are honeycombed are whitewash* 
with the native gypsum, low-ceilinged 
cool in summer, warm in winter, ven- 
tilated by the deep casements which 
are closed by only wooden shutters 
The furnishings are of the simplest— 
a bench-like platform, over which is 
stretched cowhide, for the bed, a cor- 
ner fireplace as a stove, perhaps 
stool.

In its clannlshness, of the far-famed 
Znnl, and hi its type Is more perfect 
than Zunl. Its twain casas grandes, 
or great houses, the domiciles of the 
500 people, rise In six and five ter- 
races or stories, respectively, and are 
the beat examples intact of the curi- 
ous pyramidal construction. Virtually 
KB described by the Spanish of Coro- 
nado's expedition in 1540; the "Braba" 
of the natives, the "Valladolld" of 
Captain Alvarado, the "Taos" of mod- 
ern date, stand these two cams 
grandes; and their dark-skinned fold 
tread 'the same routine. The pueblo 
waa old In Captain Alvarado's time, 
and Is built beeide the ruins of still 
a previous pueblo. What place In Eu- 
rope can show a life of longer dura- 
tion, and unchanged? 


Decidedly Moorish. 


In common with other pueblos—and 


there are many of them throughout 
New Mexico and Arlxona—the Taos 
buildings are entered from the ground 
by means of ladders, which lead to th* 
first terraces. Formerly the ground 
floor of the pyramids presented only 
blank walls, wlndowless and doorless, 
and the ladders and entrance through 
the ceilings constituted the solera 
of incoming and forthgolng. 
But In 


these peaceful days there are doors 
and windows, and the ladders. Instead 
of being drawn up for the night, re- 
main in place night and day. The 
tiniest tots, and even the dogs, are ex- 
pert In ascending and descending their 
rounds. 


From terrace to terrace are other 


ladders, and in places, are 
merely 


crooked boughs—they and the adobe 
threshold worn smooth and deep by 
generations of moccaalued feet. 


There is something decidedly Moor- 


ish In these terraced, castellated walls, 
Joined by ladders; the windows pane- 
less and narrow and thick of ease- 
ment; the figures passing up and 
down, squatting in the sun, or carry- 
ing buckets of water upon their 
heads, and shrouded In many hued 
•bawls, and white-booted. 


For this Is the pueblo garb: Shawls, 


black, red, gray, for the women; and 
blankets, shawl-like, for the men; so 
that one must look to the feet 
to 


designate the sexes. The men wear 
the moccasin and the legglns; bat the 
women wear a soft bootee, extending 
above the knee, of th* whitest, finest 
doeskin. 


There Is something Moorish, and de- 


cidedly foreign, In th* gentle chatty 
murmur of the Taos tonga*, as men, 
women and children move hither and 
thither. This Is the official langoag* 
of the pueblo—the Taos dialect, Jeal- 
ously guarded, confided so rarely to 
strangers, far separated. Bat Taos to 
somewhat polyglot; It *B«iki ladlan. 
It speaks Spanish, and It speaks, to a 
4*gr*e, English. 
Many of th* boys

tween stones. The bread, In flat 
cakes, will be baked in conical cement 
ovens, of which a line, for common 
use, stands in front of each pueblo 
building. And In the beginning this 
grain was sown by hand and harvested 
by the cradle and sickle. 


Here In Taos pueblo are perhaps the 


only stocks used today In America. 
Relics of old Mexican days, they are 
kept in the pueblo jail, for tribal of- 
fenders who deserve more than simple 
confinement. For Taos makes its own 
laws and deals Its own punishments. 
It is a unity, like any other American 
town—strange though, as a town, it 
be. Its charter dates back to August, 
1556, when by grant of the Spanish 
crown it became suzerain 
over a 


Spanish square extending a league In 
all directions from the site of the old 
church tower. By virtue of this char- 
ter and of possession It is recognised 
as a separate town and its populace 
as American citizen*—the strangest 
citizens which the republic owns. 


Citizens who vote not, save in their 


own annual elections for governor of 
the pueblo; who have no flag except 
the yellowed aspen boughs of their 
festival dances; who speak a language 
without a mate to It; who marry not 
and give not In marriage, outside their 
town limits; whose faith is the faith 
unaltered of 500 years, knowing-not 
church nor preacher, but pinned In- 
definitely to the son of Montesuma for 
whom every mom at sunrise a white- 
robed sentinel watches from th* roof- 
top. 


Through spring and summer 
the 


pueblo works In its fields. The Uni- 
ted State* department of agriculture 
furnishes an agricultural agent, who 
lives upon the gronnds by snffrance 
of the pueblo and teaches the Taosans 
bow best to farm. But after th* crop* 
are harvested, then Tao* plays. In a 
succession of feasts and dances which 
lasts throughout the fall and winter. 
The first festival is that of San Gero- 
nlmo day, on September SO, when os- 
tensibly In honor of the patron saint, 
Saint Jerome, young and old hold'an 
all-day celebration, giving thanks ter 
the harvest season.

The Ghost 


Locomotive

The address of a president of a so 


ciery for the advancement of science 
containing a statement that wag taken 
to reflect favorably on tbe investiga 
tlons of societies for psychical re- 
search has revived the Interest In ghos 
stories. Now that scientists are begin 
ning to look with more favor, or a 
least wjtb less indifference, 
upon 


ghosts these stories will be more llket 
to begin again to come from the grave- 
yard where scientific contempt has fo 
many years buried them. Here is one 
that has recently been resurrected. 


Nearly a quarter of a century ago 


away out on tne Cansidian Pacific rail 
road. Bill Burton, while driving his en 
gine on a misty night over a road tba 
baa been washed by heavy rains for 
four days, came suddenly upon a land 
slide Bill reversed tbe lever and jump 
ed. striking bis bead on a bowlder. an< 
was Instantly killed. The locomotive 
stopped within a few feet of the slide 
then began to back. There was noth 
ing behind It but a caboose, in which 
were two trainmen playing seven up 
They noticed tbe shock, but. being In- 
tent on (lie game, paid no attention to 
it and didn't know a few minutes after 
it occurred that they were moving 
backward at breakneck speed. 


The flrst thing they knew they didn't 


know anything, for they doubled up on 
a passenger train standing on tbe track 
and were both killed. 


One who knew Burton Intimately 


remarked at tbe time of his death 
:hat It waa perhaps best be had been 
killed. He was n very sensitive man 
and the knowledge that be bad saved 
his own life by jumping at the expense 
of such a disaster as resulted from 
ils leaving his engine reversed with 
steam on would have driven him to 
luiclde 
Another friend, also an en 


glneer, added, "Yes. and It will trouble 
Bill dead just as much as it would 
bave troubled him living." 


One night just sucb a night as tbe 


one on which this catastrophe took 
place. Joe Bigley. an engineer, was 
approaching tbe place of tbe landslide, 
only he was going In tbe opposite direc- 
tion, when tuddenly be saw a loco- 
motive headlight, full glare, right in 
'ront of him. Witb a gasp for breath 
he tbrew back tbe lever. 
As he did 


o be judged that the engineer of the 
>ther engine also reversed, for slmul 
aneously botb came to a stop and 
ben began to move backward. 
Bigley. seeing that the danger was 


Hissed, stopped his engine and then 
moved ahead again The light before 
blm receded 
He let it get far enough 


0 avoid dancer, then put on big regu 
ar speed. lie was expecting every 
moment to pet a signal that the back- 
ng engine was about to switch off. 
lut no such signal came. Bigley whis- 
tled, but got no reply. Thinking to 
get nearer the other locomotive, he 
put on speed, but just as much speed 
was put on tbe other engine, and al- 
though Bigley opened her up as wide 
s he could the retreating engine kept 
ler distance. 
All of a sudden tbe engineer beard 
terrific crash come from where the 
ther engine was. and tbe light went 
ut 
He had no more doubt that the 


ocomotive bad smashed into some- 
ting tban that he was holding a throt- 
le. He kept on to give assistance, 
lowing down when approaching the 
lace where tbe smashnp had.occur- 
red, but be went on and on and didn't 
come to any wreck 


In fact, there wasn't any wreck that 


could be found. Tbe road was perfect 
y free, and Bigley pulled on to the 
terminal 
When be got there he col- 


apaed. 
When asked If he had run 


nytrady down or anything like that he 
couldn't answer for a time, and when 
le righted himself he would not say 
nything about bin experience, but 
went to tbe superintendent and told 
1m that nothing could induce him to 
run over that part of the road again 
Tbe superintendent got the story out 
f him and knew what It all meant 
ut he didn't let oa. If he bad given 
ut that Bill Burton's ghost was ca- 
ortlng around the place where he had 
)een killed be wouldn't bave been able 
o get an engineer to take trains past it 
or love or money. 
"All right. Bigley," be said. "I'll 


give you a different run entirely. But 


don't want you to say anything about 


this business. 
I think your nerves 


ave been overstrained, and that has 
ansed tbe apparition. 
But tbe men 


n the road are easily influenced by a 
uperstltlous story, and It wouldn't be 
well to have your Illusions get out" 


As tbis occurrence was kept pretty 
lose, tbe date was not noticed, but 
ust a year from that time another en- 
gineer bad the same experience. Then 
: leaked out or, rather, be told all 
bout it, and somebody suggested that 
perhaps Bill Burton's ghost was up 
nd doing on the anniversary of his 
eath. They looked up the date and 
ound that tbe accident and tbe two 
ccaslona on which the backing light 
was seen all occurred on the 23d of 
lovember. the day Burton wa* killed. 
After that tbe only trouble tbe man- 
gement bad to get engineers to take a 
rain past the place waa on th* night 
f the anniversary 
One of th* men.

ever, after their return to their own 
people they are given scant grace of 
two weeks by the elders, when they 
must resume shirt and blanket an< 
moccasins and Taos speech or leave 
the pueblo grounds.

creek, which flows sparkling and cole 
out from the snows of the sacred Taos 
mountain to the northeast The bun 
dreds of rooms with which the piles 
are honeycombed are whitewashed 
with the native gypsum, low-ceilinged 
cool in summer, warm in winter, ven- 
tilated by the deep casements which 
are closed by only wooden shutters 
The furnishings are of the simplest— 
a bench-like platform, over which is 
stretched cowhide, for the bed, a cor- 
ner fireplace as a stove, perhaps a 
stool.

than Zunl. Its twain casas grandes, 
or great houses, the domiciles of the 
500 people, rise in six and five ter- 
races or stories, respectively, and are 
the best examples intact of the curi- 
ous pyramidal construction. Virtually 
u described by the Spanish of Coro- 
nado's expedition In 1540; the "Braba" 
of the natives, the "Valladolld" of 
Captain Alvarado, the "Taos" of mod- 
ern data, stand these two casas 
grandes; and their dark-skinned fold 
tread 'the same routine. The pueblo 
was old In Captain Alvarado's time, 
and Is built beside the ruins of still 
a previous pueblo. What place In Eu- 
rope can show a life of longer dura- 
tion, and unchanged? 


Decidedly Moorish. 


In common with other pueblos—and 


there are many of them throughout 
New Mexico and Arlxona—the Taos 
buildings are entered from the ground 
by means of ladders, which lead to the 
first terraces. Formerly the ground 
floor of the pyramids presented only 
blank walls, wlndowleas and doorless, 
and the ladders and entrance through 
the ceilings constituted the sole means 
of Incoming and forthgolng. But in 
these peaceful days there are doors 
and windows, and the ladders. Instead 
of being drawn up for the night, re- 
main in place night and day. 
The 


tiniest tots, and even the dogs, are ox- 
pert In ascending and descending their 
rounds. 


From terrace to terrace are other 


ladders, and In places, are 
merely 


crooked boughs—they and the adobe 
threshold worn smooth and deep by 
generations of moccaslued feet. 


There Is something decidedly Moor- 


ish in these terraced, castellated walls, 
Joined by ladders; the windows pane- 
lass and narrow and thick of case- 
ment; the figures passing up and 
down, squatting in the sun, or carry- 
ing buckets of water upon their 
heads, and shrouded in many hnod 
shawls, and white-booted. 


For this Is the pueblo garb: Shawls, 


black, red, gray, for the women; and 
blankets, shawl-like, for the men; to 
that one must look to the feet to 
designate the sexes. The men wear 
the moccasin and the leggins; but the 
women wear a soft bootee, extending 
•bore the knee, of the whitest, finest 
doeskin. 


There Is something Moorish, mud de- 


cidedly foreign, In the gentle chatty 
murmur of the Taos tongue, M men, 
women and children move hither and 
thither. This Is the official language 
of the pueblo—the Taos dialect, Jeal- 
ously guarded, confided to rarely to 
strangers, far separated. Bat Taos to 
somewhat polyglot; It sports Udlan, 
It speaks Spanish, and It speaks, to a 
dogive, English.

ovens, of which a line, for common 
use, stands in front of each pueblo 
building. And in the beginning this 
grain was sown by hand and harvested 
by the cradle and sickle.

Here in Taos pueblo are perhaps the 


' only stocks used today In America. 


Relics of old Mexican days, they are 
kept In the pueblo Jail, for tribal of- 
fenders who deserve more than simple 
confinement. For Taos makes Its own 
laws and deals its own punishments. 
It Is a unity, like any other American 
town—strange though, as a town, it 
be. Its charter dates back to August, 
1556, when by grant of the Spanish 
crown It became suzerain 
over a 


Spanish square extending a league in 
all directions from the site of the old 
church tower. By virtue of this char- 
ter and of possession it It recognised 
as a separate town and its populace 
as American citizens—the strangest 
citizens which the republic owns. 


Citizens who vote not, save In then- 


own annual elections for governor of 
the pueblo; who have no flag except 
the yellowed aspen boughs of their 
festival dances; who speak a language 
without a mate to it; who marry not 
and give not in marriage, outside their 
town limits; whose faith it the faith 
unaltered of 500 years, knowing-not 
church nor preacher, but pinned In- 
definitely to the son of Montesuma for 
whom every mom at sunrise a white- 
robed sentinel watches from'the root- 
top. 


Through spring and summer 
the 


pueblo works In Its fields. The Uni- 
ted States department of agriculture 
furnishes an agricultural agent, who 
lives upon the grounds by snffrance 
of the pueblo and teaches the Taoaaas 
how best to farm. But after the crops 
are harvested, then Taos plays. In a 
succession of feasts and dances which 
lasts throughout the fall and winter. 
The first festival It that of San Gero- 
nlmo day, on September 30, when os- 
tensibly in honor of the patron saint, / 
Saint Jerome, young and old hold "an I 
all-day celebration, giving thanks tor 
the harvest season.
